The object was moving silently at a terrific rate of speed as compared 
to any jet aircraft I have ever seen. It appeared circular in sheave and was 
brilliant blue-white in color, I estimate that the object was ancroximately 
3/4. to 1 mile away, and at the distance from where I stood it appeared to be 
slightly larger than an orange. 


The object left a blue trail which was broken. ‘he trail apneared to

‘he ovject was below the clouds, which I estimated at a height of 500 feet, 
moving silently from North to South, It was oval shaped and seemed to pulsate as 
it left a sharp blue intermittent flame at approximated six foot intervals, 


The color of the ooject was a bright blue-white and appeared to be the 
size of a pranefruit from a distance of aporoximately 3000 feet, 


Sergeant Barnes did not see the opject, for it was visible for only 
about two seconds.

Fairchild AF3, Washington = 20 January 1952 


I, DESCRIPTION OF [NCIUENT 


At aporoximately 1920 MST on 20 January 1952, two Wing Intelligence airmen 
noticed a bright spherical object traveling through the sky, Av first it was 
assumed to be a neteor but then it was noted that it appeared to be traveling 
beneath a cloud layer. The object wus traveling at a specd mich faster than a 
jet aircraft, The object, which made no sound, was traveline in 4 path horizontal 
to the earth at an estimated 500 feet and left a blue trail, The trail seemed 


to cone fron the object in spurts, The object disappeared from sight behind 2 
building. 


The two airuen observers, a Tech Sergeant and Master Sergeant are considered 
reliable observers. 


II, STAIUS OF INV.STIGATION 


Tris incident is interesting due to the fact that there vas an eight-teatas 
Cloud coverage at 4,700 ft. It is possible that the object was viewed between a 
break in the clouds ami that it was extremely high, indicating that the sighting 
was a meteor. However, the sources indicated that they believed the object was 
below the cloud cover, ani if this is true the slant range of the object can be 
Comouted to be about 7,300 ft. This would elininate the possibility of the 
lighted object being a conventional aircraft, since no sound was heard, The 
possibility of a meteor is also nil because a neteor would not be traveling 
horizontally at 7,300 ft. ‘ 


A request was made for the angular neasurenent of the arc mete by the 
object, however, this information could not be obtained, It is presumed that 
the sources were not available for questioning, 


III, CONCLUSTONS , 


If the object was beneath the cloud cover it was not a conventional air- 
craft or neteor, and no conclusions can be nade as to its identity.
